Overlooking the fact that this would 
seem to be a price-fixing conspiracy under the anti-trust 
laws, let's consider why these farmers are so desperate 
The Administration's iced grain program has raised the 
price of the “raw material ' that goes into meat. Meat is 
not price-supported. Even if it were, housewives tend to 
switch to substitutes when meat prices get too high. So 
the farmer is stuck with higher costs which lie cannot pass 
on to consumers in the form of higher prices. 
Meanwhile, the farmers forced out of growing feed grains 
by the program were encouraged by a big increase in sup­ 
port prices to grow’ soy beans so that for the first time we 
now have a whopping surplus of these And soy beans, also 
used to feed animals, arc priced high 
Dairy farmers must buy feed grains and soy products. 
Perhaps that is why the Agriculture Department twice in­ 
creased the support prices on dairy products. 
The result is that the surplus of butter is now’ 400 mil­ 
lion pounds. We didn’t have any surplus when Mr. Free­ 
man became Agriculture Secretary The cheese surplus has 
grown from 31.000 pounds to 105 million pounds - enough 
for canapes for everyone in the United Stales for a week.

The dairy farmers, 
then, are stuck once more with the high grain and soy 
bean prices. Accumulating those surpluses had cost more 
than naif a billion dollars by the time Uncle Sam gave it up.

Before its establishment no sep­ 
arate organization was responsible for collecting taxes; no 
Federal internal taxes were imposed from 1817 until the 
Civil War.

was in operation, a little more than $100 million was col­ 
lected; last year collections represented a 1.000-fold in­ 
crease over those of the first year: almost $100 billion. 
The first commissioner's total oil ice force was 3.382: to­ 
day. IRS has over 57.000 workers, in the Civil War’s last 
year, collections reached a record high of $310 million, but 
declined thereafter until, in 1874. tney reached S102 m il­ 
lion. They fluctuated, with some increases, until the Span- 
ish-American war when they jumped to $307 million (in 
1901). The next large increase came from the corporation 
excise tax of 1909 which upped collections to $332 million 
in 1911.
